Cartridges by the Million.

Colonel Whittemore has re-
ceived orders to put all the re~
serve machinery for the manu-
facture of cartridges in cperation
al onece at the Arsenal, Pennsyl-
vania.

The orders received are so im-
peratiye that the employes must

It con-
sists of nine vessels, seven of
which can fight, while two are
used " as colliers, The fighting
ships are the protected cruisers
Olympia, Baltimore, Beston, and
Raleigh, the gunboats Concord and
Petrel and the revenue cutter Me-
Culloch, which has a considerable
armament, including a torpedo
tube. The Olympia 1s considered
about the best and most powerful
cruiser of her class in the service,
while the others are heavily armed.
Comparison with Spain’s fleet in
the Phillippines shows that the
squadron  under Commodore
Dewey is far superior to it.
